To Terrorist ‘Insanity’

BONN, Sept. 15 (NYT).—Chancellor Helmut Schmidt, addressing 
the federal parliament today, urged the Kldnappers who have been 
holding an industrial leader for 10 days to “end your insane under- 


taking.” 


The Chancellor, who looked tired and grave, said that the govern- 
ment would, “with steadfestness and patience,” continue indirect 
contacts with the abductors of Hanns-Martin Schleyer, 62, president 
of the West German employers’ and industry federations. The govern- - 


ment “does not want a military 


solution” and was seeking to - 


avoid further bloodshed, Mr. 
Schmidt declared. He said that 
the kidnappers’'notion that they 
were waging a war was “absurd.” 

The Chancellor gazed straight 
into the television cameras that 
were transmitting his speech live 
and said: as if he had the ter- 
rorists before him: “You are 
mistaken; we will not permit our- 
selves to be infected by your 
insanity. You believe to be 8 
selected, small elite, chosen to 
liberate the masses, You are 
misteken—the masses stand 
against you.” 

Mr. Schmidt told the kidnappers 
that they were wrong also in 
their belief they were able to 
paralyze the democratic system. 

He affirmed: “This state is by 
no means powerless. It will even- 
tually vanquish the terrorists be- 
cause the broadest masses of our 
People abhor terrorism.” 

‘The Chancelior did not disclose 
any details about the secret 
negotiaticns that the authorities 
are conducting with the kidnap- 
pers through ἃ Swiss go-between, 
Denis Payot of Geneva, a lawyer 
and human rights advocate. 

11 Terrorists Asked

A Memorial to the 1960s 


There is a curious, if largely irrelevant, 
link between Mark Rudd’s emergence from 
the dark places where the Weathermen have 
been hiding and the disturbances, Jegal and 
extralegal, at Kent State University. That 


connection is a gymnasium. Mark Rudd had 
initially fought against the erection of one 
by Columbia University in a neighborhood 
park; the May 4 Coalition at Kent State is 
protesting another in the area where four 
Kent State students were killed during a 
rally in 1970. The May 4 Coalition wants 
the site maintained as a memorial. 

The courts have consistently overruled the 
May 4 Coalition, although it is apparent that 
this ‘bit of the Kent State campus will be 
whatever buildings may be constructed— 
a memorial. But just what will be mem- 
‘orialized, and how, is a puzzle. Surely the 
students who died under National Guards- 
men’s gunfire will be central figures. But 
beyond them lie the baffling questions of the 
1960s, and the strivings of the youth of that 
time for change. 

Those strivings—and Mark Rudd was a 
central figure in them—had a nihilistic 
quality. Whether Leninist or Maoist or 
anarchist, more of what the youth of the 
1960s was against stood out in act and ora- 
tory than any positive goals to which masses 
of people might rally. In the United States, 
they were particularly opposed to the Viet- 
namese war, which waS logical enough, and 
in the end, popular enough. But they also 


had ttle concern for What would happen 
when the shooting stopped. , 

The Kent State killings occurred during 
student reaction to the entry of U.S. troops 
tato Cambodia. The nature and intensity of 
the reaction may be, and has been, subject 
to argument. And the contribution that in- 
cursion made to the present tragedy of the 
Indochinese state, which maintained formal 
neutrality so long during the struggles there, 
may also be subject to debate. But any 
memorial on that Ohio campus will be 
haunted by many personalities and moods 
that are far removed from the classrooms— 
and gymnasiums—of any U.S. educational 
institution. 

It has often been pointed out how quiet 
US. colleges have become in recent years: 
how many of the leading radicals of the 
earlier days are now slipping into the “‘sys- 
tem.” Yet the restlessness of the search for 
dramatic means of expression, whether in 
charismatic religion or violent politics, has 
by no means wholly disappeared. It has 
taken some new forms—and, as West Ger- 
many can painfully testify, has retained 
sotne of the old adherence to terror for its 
own sake. Any memorial that may be 
erected to the 1990s would not only be 8 
complex structure: it would speak of prob- 
lems that still exist, of unhappiness and 
the search for action that still moves today’s 
youth in much of the world, of a dominance 
of will and emotion over the discipline of 
thought. 


A Death in South Africa 


How is it that in the past year and a half 
no fewer than 21 black activists in South 
Africa have died while in police custody? 
Is there an explanation other than a cal- 
culated official policy to physically destroy 
substantial segments of the country’s black 
leadership, and in so doing to try to intimi- 
date others who would offer South Africa’s 
black majority alternatives to tranquil ac- 
ceptance of apartheid? Why else would 
South Africa make a record certain to allen- 
ate the civilized world beyond its borders? 

The latest victim in South Africa is Steve 
Biko, 30. He was arrested last month under 
legislation providing for indefinite detention 
without trial, and he died this week after 
(authorities say) a seven-day ‘hunger strike. 
He was a founder of the South African 
Student Organization, which represents per- 
haps the country's most important and vola- 
tile political-interest group, and a leader of 
the “black consciousness” movement, which 
undertakes to build pride and a sense of com- 


Robert 


Robert Lowell earned acclaim as a poet 
at the age of 29, when his “Lord Weary's 
Castle” won a Pulitzer Prize. This recogni- 
tion came only two years after his first 
volume of poetry appeared, in 1944, But 
Mr. Lowell went on to sustain and enlarge 
his gift for 33 years. He did not dilute. 
Three years ago, when over 300 of his col- 
lected poems were published in “History,” 
he was praised by one. critic as “America’s 
first poet." Throughout his career, other 
poets—T. 5. Eliot, Allen Tate, Randail Jar- 
rell—paid homage to Mr. Lowell as a crafts- 
man who had traversed territories of feeling 
and expression uniquely his own. 

. Much of Mr. Lowell’s poetry was personal. 
He was delighted when he thought the reader 
would “believe he was getting the real Robert 
Lowell.” He told an interviewer for The 
Paris Review that “almost the whole problem 
of writing poetry is to bring it back to what 
you really feel. and that takes an awful lot 
of maneuvering. --.. It's a terrible struggle. 
because what you really feel hasn't got the 
form, it's not what you can put down in a 
poem. And the poem you're equipped to 
write concerns nothing that you care very 
much about or have much to say on.” 

Despite such modesty, Mr. Lowell's poetry 
was able, as one critic noted, to find any 
munyber of subjects either to explore or de- 
nounce: “the Old Law, imperiailsm, militar- 
ism, capitalism. Calvinism, Authority, the 
Father, the ‘proper Bostonians,’ the rich. ...” 


munity among its constituency. A man with 
an international reputation, he had personal 
qualities that had established him as one of 
the likeliest leaders for the government to 
deal with if it wished to channel rising black 
Tage away from despair and violence. 

Few would be surprised if there were to be 
some sort of public protest in South Africa 
as a result of Mr. Biko's death. That would 
no doubt lead the Pretoria government's law- 
and-order types to identify the dead leader 
with disruption. But they are the guilty 
ones. Whether they actually had a hand in 
Mr. Biko's death is one thing—the suspicion’ 
is so strong that only a genuinely indepen- 
dent inquiry, one approved by Mr. Biko's 
survivors, could conceivably dispel it. In a 
broader context, those in South Africa who 
prevent. blacks from developing their own 
meaningful dialogue with the black com- 
Tounity are sowing the wind. Without the 
Steve Bikos, they will surely reap the whirl- 
wind. Ἢ
